was proclaimed "venerable ’ in 
Vatican ceremonies attended by 
Pope John XXIII. 
The proclamation, announcing 
she is worthy of veneration by 
Roman Catholics, was a prelim­ 
inary step to beatification, which 
places one among the church s 
blessed. 
Beatification is frequently—but 
not always—followed by canoniza­ 
tion or elevation to sainthood, the 
highest honor of the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church.

Unless the Confederates brought 
it here, there was no "grape” in 
the “grape and canister” that, 
allegedly ripped into the troops 
at Gettysburg July I, 2 and 3, 
1863, Maj. Louis Van Naisawald, 
historian at the Manassas National 
Battlefield Park, said in a talk 
before the Gettysburg Civil War 
Round Table Thursday night in 
the GAR rooms, E. Middle St. 
"G rape," a projectile containing 
nine shots, divided by plates into 
three series of three shots, was 
not issued in the U.S. Army after

A remodeling and moderniza­ 
tion program in the Valley Bak­ 
ing Company’s plant has been 
going forward since early this 
year and is scheduled for com­ 
pletion by January or February, 
company officials said. The im­ 
provements are part of the com­ 
pany's policy of keeping its pro­ 
duction plant modern and up-to- 
date and always capable of giv­ 
ing the finest in bakery service 
and products. 
Usa Tested Recipes 
All recipes used by the Valley-

Gettysburg Was Started 
On December 22,1896 


Conversion of the Gettysburg 
telephone system to dial oper­ 
ation Sunday comes on the 63rd 
anniversary of the establishment 
of Gettysburg’s first telephone 
exchange. 
The December 22, 1896, issue of 
the Gettysburg Star and Sentinel 
reported the Gettysburg telephone 
exchange in operation, although 
“ no charge would be made for 
service until January Lst." 
Unike most early telephone sys­ 
tems. which struggled for exist­ 
ence with a minimum of sub­ 
scribers and grew slowly, the 
Gettysburg exchange was opened 
with 104 customers. The Adams 
County Telephone Company, char­ 
tered July 24. 18%, began to build 
a 
county-wide 
communication 
system instead of following the 
usual practice of establishing one 
exchange and then expanding to 
adjacent communities. The fledg­ 
ling company made good progress 
and established telephone com­ 
munication October 27, 1897, when 
telephones 
were 
connected 
as 
an experiment to the new line 
constructed between Gettysburg 
and Littlestown 
In Stock Store 
Since the exchanges had not as 
yet been completed, the Gettys­ 
burg telephone was installed in 
the store of 
Manager George 
Stock and the Littlestown ’phone 
tn the office of Doctor George P. 
Gettier, one of the original incor­ 
porators. Limited to calling each 
other, both telephones were, nev­ 
ertheless, the first in their re­ 
spective communities. 
A story in the December 15, 
1896. issue of the Gettysburg “Star 
and 
Sentinel" announcing that 
telephone service would soon be 
inaugurated 
in Gettysburg and 
throughout Adams County 
was 
concluded as follow’s: 
“The management of this great 
enterprise deserves the highest 
praise for the energy and real 
that have been manifested in push­ 
ing the work to a speedy comple­ 
tion 
“When we consider the conven­ 
ience of communicating with the 
principal 
towns throughout the 
county and the advantage derived 
from it, we feel we are about to 
enjoy privileges that are of incal­ 
culable value. 
“We therefore heartily endorse 
the movement and wish that all 
who are interested may see it 
prtxsper greatly in their hands '' 
The Adams County Telephone 
Company was organised June 4, 
1896. and incorporated July 24 
of the same year. Original offi­ 
cers and directors of the company 
were:

The Bell System invaded Get­ 
tysburg in 1903 and established an 
exchange at 53 Main St. Initially 
this office served eight custom­ 
ers. Miss Anne McSherry was the 
operator. 
Competition between the two 
companies was vigorous and many 
untoward incidents were reported 
Tile public found the competitive 
arrangement annoying, since sub­ 
scribers of one system were un­ 
able to call subscribers of the 
other system. Out of necessity, 
business places and many fam­ 
ilies bought both services. 
Ownership of the Cumberland 
Valley Telepnone Company was 
acquired by the present owners in 
1928, who promptly began nego­ 
tiations to eliminate the duplica­ 
tion of service, which existed by 
virtue of two competing systems 
throughout much of central Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Competition 
was 
eliminated 
October 
1930 when the United 
management unified the compet­ 
ing services in Hie Cumberland 
Valley by consolidating the two 
systems. The Bell Company per 
formed a similar operation in 
Dauphin County and the West 
Shore.

Tile manger scene or presepio 
is a major part of Christmas in 
Italy, Each church and home ex­ 
hibits its own presepio and the 
grandest of all of them is the one 
found in the Ara Coeli Church in 
Rome. The celebration of the feast 
lasts for three weeks, 


"Urn Of Fate" 
On Christmas Eve, following a 
feast there is the drawing of gifts 
from the “Urn of Fate." Each 
person receives a gift ultimately 
but much suspense is added to the 
event when some draw blanks. 
Sunset marks the beginning of 
the feast, and at nine o’clock 
everyone goes to the church for 
mass. Like Greece, gifts are not 
given in large quantities on Christ­ 
mas Day but on Epiphany.

COURT RULES 
ON CASE COSTS 


PHILADELPHIA (AP* — A per­ 
son who is neither named on a 
bill of indictment as prosecutor 
nor called as a witness cannot be 
made to pay prosecution costs by 
a grand jury, the State Superior 
Court says. 
The court handed down the rul­ 
ing Thursday on an appeal of 
Mayor Michael J. Dunn of Shar­ 
on, on a judgment of Mercer 
County’s Quarter Sessions Court in 
October.
